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CANADA: Election Returns 

Progressive Conservative leader Joe Clark scored a 
decisiv e victory over Liberal Prime Minister Trudeau in 
Canada's general election yesterday , but fell short of 
winning a majority in the 282-seat Parliament. Clark 
will have to negotiate support from either the left-lean- 
ing New Democratic Party, which won 26 seats, or the 
Quebec-based Social Credit Party; the six seats it cap- 
tured would be just enough for Clark to control Parlia- 
ment. Trudeau said last n ight that he would remain as 
leader of the opposition. 


The Tories won the election in English Canada--only 
two Progressive Conservatives won in Quebec — and Clark 
will face the problem of bringing enough francophone 
Tories into his government to provide balance. Such a 
balance will be part of Clarks' s program to convince Que- 
becers to vote "no" in the referendum on sovereignty- 
association promised by the separati st Parti Quebecois 
government of Quebec within a year. 1 


Clark plans to move slowly and methodically in tak- 
ing over the reins of power and is unlikely to propose 
any new initiatives on the economy or in foreign relations 
for several months.

The Lebanese leader began discus- 
sions with prominent political leaders yesterday and told 
US officials that he is willing to spend several months 
trying to form a new government.!

According to Western press reports, members of one 
of Israel's Sinai settlements, including activists from 
the radical Gush Emunim organization, have rejected the 
government's entreaties to evacuate a 500-acre farming 
area adjacent to the Al Arish airfield.

Chinese and Vietnamese news agency versions of 
yesterday's talks between the two countries' Red Cross 
delegations say that they will meet again on Saturday to 
discuss prospects for releasing all of those captured in 
the recent conflict. The New China News Agency's treat- 
ment adds that lists of all captives will be exchanged, 
and the two sides on Monday will exchange 118 Vietnamese 
"wounded and sick" captives for 20 Chinese being held by 
Vietnam. The Vietnamese agency merely says there would 
be a prisoner exchange. P 
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
